TEUTONIC COPIDITY. 


Germany Seizes Upon the Samoan 
Islands and Annexes Them 
to Her Empire. 


History of the Struggles of the Na- 
tives for Self-Government to 
the Present. 


A Broken Tripartite Agreement Arbitrary 
Action of Bismarck’s Consul—Land- 
Grabbing in Samoa. 


Lowpon, Jan. 11.—Intelligence bas been re- 
ceived bere that Germany has seized the Isl- 
ands of Samoa in the Pavific Ocean. The 
King and nis chiefs were insulted, and finally 
fied. A force of marines were landed from 
the German warship Albatross. The German 
Consul then hauled down the Samoan flag and 
ran up the German colors in its stead. The 
Samoans threaten to make war on the Ger- 
mans. The American and British Consuls pro- 
tested against the action of the Germans. 

In February, 1885, the announcement was 
made that Germany had annexed these Islands 
and that its action was in pursuance of a se- 
cret agreement between the Governments of 
Germany und Engiand. The officials at the 
Colonial Office in London said they be 
lieved that the agitation of the Aus- 
traliane was only. temporary, and that 
there was a growing feeling both in Austraiia 
and England that Germany would be a good 
neigbbor, and that it was wise to give Germany 
an interest in the Pacific Islands to offset the 
aggressions of France. Strangely enough the 
dispatch snnouncing the annexation said that 
Germany's proceedings were despite the pro- 
tests of the English and American Consuls.” 

The Samoan or Navigator Isiands have an 
area of 1,125 square miles. The soil is rich and 
the surface densely wooded. The products 
comprise cocoanut-oll, arrowroot, cotton, 
castor-beans, ginger, coffee, tortoise-shell, and 
vegetables. The inhabitants are superior in 
bodily and meatal endowments to those of 
other parts of Polynesia. They are Christians 
and mostly Presbyterians. The country has 
been under the protection of the United States. 


THE SAMOAN GROUP. 


Samoa is not “a piece of land entirely sur- 


rounded by water.” It is the vernacular 
name of a group of islands in tne South Pacific 
Ocean, marked on the chart as e Navi- 
gators,”’ and so called from the zeal and ex- 
pertness shown by the natives in the use and 
management of their canoes. The actual 
meaning of the word Samoa is doubtful. Three 
legends are commonly current among the 
natives as to its origin. The most ancient and 
perhaps the most probable is that it is derived 


, from Moa, whichis the family of the 


of Manus (Manuka), whoul the natives 
suppose to be the progenitor of all the isiands 
round about, and the Samoan word Sa, mean- 
ing ** the family ot.“ Therefore Sa-moa would 
mean “ the family of Moa.” 

The group lies between 18° 31’ and 14° 11’ 30” 
south latitude, and 172° 48 and 169° 39 30” west 
longitude. It consists of ten inhabited and 
two uninhabited islands, and contains 35,000 
inhabitants. : 

Savai’i, the most westerly, is the largest, and 
contains an area very nearly equal to twice 
that of the Isle of Wight. Upolu, next in 
Size, is almost as large as Savai’i, and separ- 
ated from it by straits twelve miles broad. Be- 
tween the two lie Apoli’ina and Manono. ‘The 
former, whieh is simpiy the crater of an er- 
tinct voleano, is about two and a half miles 


round, and in the shape of a horseshoe. The 


latter, which some call the garden of 
Samoa on account of its luxuriant veg- 
Station, is nearly four miles in circum- 
ference. Here several infivential chiefs reside. 
Hence it is of considerable political impor- 
tance. Joined by a reef to the east coast of 
Upolu are the two uninhabited isiands, small 
and uninteresting, while still further east lies 
the little island of Nu'u-tele. Thirty-six miles 
of sea divide Nu'u-tele from Tutuila, an im- 
portant island about half the size of the Isle of 
Man, with a fine land-locked harbor. A mile 
eastward of Tutuila is Aunu’u. The Manu's 
group consists of three islanas and lies about 
sixty miles east of Tutuila. Tau, the largest 
of these, about sixteen miles in circumference, 
is mountainous, and contains many extinct 
voleanoes. Its highest peak is 2,500 feet. Ofu, 
the smallest of the three, is separated from 
Ta’u by the Island of Olosenga, a narrow strip 
of land, three miles long, and 1,200 feet above 
the level of the sea. 

The Manu’a Islands have always been ov 
erned by theirown King, who, according to 
the native legend, 6 “King of all Samoa.” 
Tutuila from time immemorial has deen under 
the rule of a council of ten independent chiefs, 
called Fale-Angafulu (the ten houses). Savai’l, 
Manono, and Upolu, with the adjacent islands, 
have two royal bouses, (1) Malietoa, (2) Tupua, 
and each King, like the Pharaohs of Egypt, 
keeps bis dynastic name as a patronymic. ~ 

In 1870 these two aynasties were fighting 
each other, and for three years a disastrous 
civil war raged, which was ended by the inter- 
vention of the missionanes. The two parties 
were united and a new Government set up, 
consisting of a House of Representatives 
(faipuie) and @ House of Notables (Taimua), 
with the two Kings, Malietoa and Tupua; the 
country was more settled than it bad been for 
many years, and the new Government was 
recognized by the representatives of Great 
Britain and the United States. 

During the war the natives impoverished 
themselves, in order to obtain ammunition and 
weapons of war, by selimg valuable plats of 
land to the German traders. The Polynesian 
Land & Commercial Company, whose beadquar- 
ters were at San Francisco, also took advan- 
tage of the easy market, and secured for their 
shareholaers large tracts of country at ridicu- 
lously low prices. 

THE RISH AND FALL OF STEINBERGER. 

In 1874 Col. Steinberger, the Special Agent of 
the United States Government, arrived, and 
after a few months returned to report upon 


tue character and condition of the islands and 


their inhabitants He then went to Hamburg 
and agreed with a firm there “to establish a 
Government and identify its interests" with 
those of the firm. The agreement was found 
among the papers gompromising Steinberger 
which were given to the American Consul at ter 
Steinberger's arrest. In this agreement it was 
stipulated among other things: 

That a poll-tax should be ievied for the ordi- 


nary of the Government. 
That there should be created a large contingent 


| funda by making it compulsory that every member 


of each family should contribute sixty pounds of 
dried copra and sixty pounds of cocoa-nut fibre to 
the Government. 

This meant an annual contribution of 2,040,- 
000 pounds of each article, the European value 
of which would be about £36,720; that all this 
produce should go through the hauds of the 
Government and Steinberger to the latter's 
Goddeffroy firm; that Steinberger should ro- 
ceive 10 per cent as his share of the transac 
tion. 

Steinberger about the same time entered 
into an agreement with a mercantile firm at 
Baltimore, one of the stipulations of which was 
that he was to have the most lucrative place in 
the Government. This firm advanced him 
$36,000 on condition of receiving a large share 
of the advantages that might accrue from the 
enterprise. 

In 1875 Steinberger was commissioned by the 
Government as special agent to present &@

Steinberger was appointed Prime Minister, 
with extreme arbitrary power, but he had 
Searcely started in his Official capacity 
when the Consuls and foreign residents began 
to think they bad been @uped. A Consular 
meeting wes called. by the representatives of 
Great Britain, America, Germany, and 
Steinberger was summoted to appear and 
produce bis credentiais; but it became evident 
be bad no such commission from the United 
States as he had represented. Malietoa was also 
convinced of the duplicity of his Prime Minis- 
ter, and at once made to the Amer 
ican Consul to have him removed. The Amer- 
ican Consul having no forge at his commana 
applied for aid to Capt. Stevens, commanding 
her Majesty's ship Barracouta. who at once ar- 
rested Steinberger and kept him a prisoner on 
board his ship. The arrest ot Steinberger much 
incensed those members of the Government 
appointed by him. They espoused his cause, 
and drove away King Malietoa. 

GERMANY INTERVENES. 

Civil war broxe out again, and continued till 
May 81, 1879, when the party 
sufficiently strong to ti possession of the 
seat of Government. In following October 
hostilities recommenced, the war was car- 
ried on for about a month fluctuating suc- 
cess on both sides. In N „ acting under 
telegraphic instructions Europe, the Ger- 
man man-of-war Bismarck peized Tupua’s fleet 
and put an end to the fighting. Both parties 
then signed a treaty by witich it was agreed 
that the Malietoa family ghould occupy the 
throne subject to in seven 
years. Malietoa Talavou was elected King, and 
the Government was ' by Great Brit- 
ain, the United States, and y. 

In the meantime bad effected a 
treaty of reciprocity in whidh it was stipulated 
that no greater privileges wére to be accorded 
to any other nation than those allowed to Ger- 
many. America, and then Great Britain, ef- 
fected similar treaties. Capt. Zempsoh, the 
German Consul, now sought to have bis former 
treaty ratified by the new King, but the King 
objected, fearing lest such an act would in- 
volve the ratification ot allland purchases ef- 
fected by German Subjects in Samoa. He was 
wiliing to confirm any sale that had been made 
witb tite sanction of the hereditary head of any 
family, but refused to recognize any other land 
transactions. This obstinacy on the part of 
the King led to further fighting, the resuit of 
which was that after about four years of tur- 
moll and various successes for each side the 
German merchants acquired further immense 
tracts of land at nominal prices. 
Annexation by some of the great 
Sowers was thought to be the best 
way out of the difficulty, the majority of the 
natives desiring to be ammexed by Great 
Britain, but Nov. 10, 1884, the King and Goy- 
ernment were foreed into sighing an agreement 
with the German Consul to allow the latter to 
organize a council composed of three Germans 
and two Samoans to proteet German interests. 
A prison was to de built amn Officials appointed 
by the German Consul to manage it; and ail 
offenses against Germans to be punisned by im- 
prisonment with hard labor, the hard labor to 
be work on German plantations. Control by 
the Germans over the finances connected with 
the agreement was a part of it. Dec 29, 1884, 
King Malietoa sent a protest to the 
Emperor of Germany, and iater a pe- 
tition for protection was sent to England. 
Exasperated beyond measure at the step 
taken, the German Consul hoisted the German 
flag at the seat of Government, and had a fort 
erected around it to protect it from violence. 
At the same time he refused to allow the native 
flag to be hoisted, and began to break up tue 
Government. When the three Consuls last 
met together to transact the business of the 
municipality the British and American repre- 
sentatives, according to custom and agrec- 
ment, demanded that the Samoan flag should 
be hoisted over the house where they were as- 
sembied. The German Consul in the most 
peremptory manner refused to allow this to 
be done, and threatened if the flag was raised 
to pull it dowu. In order to avoid unpleasant 
complications the British and American Con- 
suls gave way, and the flag was not hoisted. 
Yet this was the fag of the same Kime whom 
the Governments of Germany, Great Britain, 
ana America agreed to support. This is the 
history of affairs leading to the time of the 
formal annexation of the islands by Germany. 


THE STATE DEPARTMENT KNOWS NOTHING. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jau. 11.—|Special.}— 
The State Department has no news of any 
seizure or attempted seizure of Samoa by Ger- 
many. First Assistant Secretafy of State Por- 
‘ter said to Tue TRIBUNE correspondent late to- 
night that he did not credit any report of this 
kind. It would beaserious matter for Ger- 
many to break faith with the United States 
and Engiand at the same time. As late as Sat- 
urday the department was in receipt of letters 
from the United States Consul there. These 
related to a variety of subjects, but no men- 
won was made of any difficulty or any prospect 
of Germany's making a move of this charac. 
ter. The independence of Samoa, Secre- 
tary Porter said, was guaranteed by 


many, and England. The treaty was to 
continue ten years, and had yet three or four | 
years to run. Under this treaty the Govern- 
ment was vested in a Municipal Council made 
up of the representatives of the three coun- 
tries. They were practically supreme, though, 
of course, they sought to interfere as little as 
possible with the natives, who sometimes in- 
duiged in the pastime of making and unmaking 
Kings. There had been talk at times that 
Germany bad a colonizing eye on Samoa, but 
under the treaty it could do nothing, and no 
pretext could be found: by it for seizure. In 
view of the fact that the State Department had 
no news of seizure, and of the further fact 
that the treaty between the three Powers was 
yet in force, Mr. Porter thought it was prema- 
ture to discuss what the United States would 
do if Germany actually bad seized the island. 


GERMANY AFFECTS IGNORANCE. 
Bunt, Jan. 11.—No news of the reported 
seizure of the Samoan Isiands by the warship 
Albatross bas been received by the German 
Goverument. Germany adheres to the neu- 
trality agreement with England respecting 
Samoa.

Wasaurnoeron, D. C., Jan. 11.—|Special.}—Ex- 
Gov. Curtin aid not formally decline his place 
ut the bead of the Banking ana Currency Oom- 
mittee today. He did not come to the House 
till late in the afternoon, and it was thought 
his appearance was for this special purpose. 
When the House adjourned and the ex-Gov- 
ernor of Pennsylvania bad not lifted his voice 
the word went round that Curtin was going to 
take it after all. The Pennsylvanians tonight 
say this is not true. Mr. Curtin did not de 
cline today because the opportunity was 
not favorable. It was dir, end 
the introduction of measures took 
up most of the afternoon. Then the usual 
committee reports were called for, and when 
this was through with many of the members 
had left and others were getting ready to go. 
It would have been impossible to command at- 
tention, and Mr. Curtin concluded to wait till 
tomorrow before giving nis reasons for declin- 
ing the Chairmanship of the Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee. He has been advised to 
make his speech short and dignified, not to 
criticise the Speaker, and to omit ali reference 
to the Belmont sprig whtch is placed at the 
head of the Foreign Affairs Committee.

The new Ways and Means Committee, just 
after its appointment, beld a meeting, the 
proceedings of which aroused so much discus- 
sion among the members that a part of what 
was done bas leaked out among the uniniti- 
ated. According to the reports which are now 
being circulated, the impression is gaining 
ground that Col. Morrison and this sssociates 
are engaged in preparing a serious program 
for the guidance of the House. At the meet- 
ing the tariff laws came up for discussion 
in a general way, the drift of 
which seemed to indicate a purpose on 
the part of the committee to undertake 
a revision of tae existing law. It was agreed 
that a change both in the way of reducing du- 
ties and in the administrative sections of the 
law was needed. A difference of opinion ex- 
isted as to the possibility of the substitution of 
specific for ad valorem duties. Col. Morrison 
bas found that protectionists favor specific 
duties for the reason, apparentiy, that such 
duties favor and be does not see that 
much change can be made in that direc 
tion. Mr. Morrison did not deciare 
his purpose to bring in a “borizontai” 
bill, but said he was in favor of a 
horizontal or perpendicuiar scheme, and a. 
ways in favor of a reduction of taxation by a 
reduction of tariff duties. Mr. Hewitt was 
present at the méeting, and desire was 
telt to hear affirmatively from hf, but he ei- 
dently was not prepared to offer any proposi- 
tion. Members of the committee deny em- 
phatically that there was any angry (discussion 
between Col. Morrison and Mr. Hewitt, or that 
the two left the room in the midst of a heated 
debate. In evidetice of the fact that harmony 
prevailed between the two, it is stated that 
after his return to New York Mr. Hewitt sent 
a telegram to Col. Morrison requesting him, 
in the event of a roll-call, to explain his ab- 
sence by saying he wae sick.

Senator Beck today said: “My idea is we 
shall not be abie to get at the Eustis resolu- 
tion to pay the bond cail due Feb. 1 in silver 
tomorrow. I am not urgent about the resolu- 
tion. I think it goes too far; besides, it deals 
only with a $10,000,000 bond call, and I want to 
establish a general principle. What we shall 
do after Senator Jones of Nevada returns is to 
try to pass in committee and in the Senate 
a bill ordering the bonds to be paid 
in silver and gold, according to the 
ratio in which they are received for duties, and 
probably to order that the reserve for the re- 
demption of legal-tender notes shall be made 
up of both gold and silver equally. My own 
idea is also to withdraw and destroy all gold 
ana silver certificates, and issue instead a coin 
certificate, issued for either silver or gold, and 
redeemable in either as the Government 
chooses. The trouble has been that we have 
built up a distinction between the two. This is 
not what the law intends, and as long as 
the law remains as it is I shall try 
to have the two treated alike. I think that 
when Senator Jones returns we shall be in a 
majority in the Finance Committee. The at- 
titude of the Senate and House remains to be 
determined, but I do not think there is any 
need of hurrying. The matter is too important 
to be treated by the Eu&tis resolution. I only 
want the Government to treat silver and gold 
alixe.”’

The Chicago gang has itself to blame if it 
has not received a liberal allowance of spoils 
from the President.

FATHER JARDINEZE’S TRAGEDY. 

The fate of Father Jardine, the unfaithful 
rector and hero of the Kansas City scandals 
of last summer, has in it all the elements of 
a. tragedy, some features of which are pe 
culiarly sad. There is always something 
sorrowful in the mental and moral wreckage 
of a man gifted beyond the average in intel-

‘sorrow when that man belongs to the highest 
and most sacred of the professions. Father 
Jardine was one of this stamp. He was 
still a young man, the paternal prefix having 
attached to him from his ritualistic practices 
rather than as an indication of age and experi- 
ence, or as entitling him to the veneration 
which they bring. He was a young man of 
striking appearance and very brilliant attain- 
ments as a scholar, and had he been properly 
balanced would have made a high reputation 
asachurchman. These qualities, however, 
were overweighted by others, which, as he 
was conscious of them, should have dis- 
suaded him from entering the min- 
istry. His moral nature was very weak. 
He had served a term in jail for burglary, 
was guilty of gross acts of immorality, and 
was addicted to frightful excesses of drug- in- 
toxication. Why he should have persisted in 
his efforts to retain his pulpit after he had 
been found guilty and after he was aware 
that he had lost caste in his parish is myste- 
rious, except upon the theory that his mind 
was unhinged. He fought on, however, to 
the very last, and it was only when he be- 
came sonvinced that it was useless to hope 
for another hearing that he desisted. Re- 
duced to poverty, hereft of nearly all his 
friends, overwhelmed with the results of his 
immoralities, the poor devil threw off all his 
burdens and sought surcease from his 
troubles in self-murder. 

The manner of his taking-off shows that he 
was of finer grain than some of his class who 
have been convicted of equally grave offenses, 
and, in some cases, of more serious ones, and 
who have not only persisted in living but in 
pursuing the duties of their profession out- 
side, or even inside, of the pale of the church. 
With all his faults, Jardine was not ot the 
Downs kind of ministers, who, after being 
deposed from their pulpits, brazenly vaunt 
their shame before crowds of silly, morbid 
men and women. It was open to him to 
have imitated Downs and played his 
antics off to the gaping crowd and to 
have made himself the vulgar hero 
of cheap sensation. This he could not do. 
The most he fought for was a rehearing be- 
fore the ecclesiastical court, and when this 
was refused, and the verdict went upbn the 
records from which it could not be erased, 
he gave up the battle and passed from human 
sight. It would have been better had he ac- 
cepted the decision of the court, acknowl- 
edged his weakness, “stepped down and 
out,” and guistly gone into some other avoca- 
tion which should attract as little observation 
as possible. It is useless now to say what 
would have been best, Probably no other 
course than the one he took was possible to 
a nature like his, Moralists may preach 
against the wickedness of self-murder. In 
Father Jardine’s case it was dignified and 
commendable as compared with the brazen 
assurance of some who have disgraced their 
calling and publicly boasted and defended 
their disgrace. 

Jardine was properly punished for his of- 
fenses, so far as ecclesiastical discipline can 
go. He disgraced his calling when he en- 
tered the pulpit, knowing that he was not fit 
for it, and the plight in which he found him- 
selfat last was his own fault. He had no 
one to accuse but himself, and his complaint 
ot “religions wolves hounding him to 
death” was silly. What is most to be com- 
mended in him is his action (if he had to 
choose one course or the other) in removing 
himself, from further trouble and temptation 
instead of pandering to the sensational and 
vicious tastes of men and women by pub- 
licly flaunting his disgrace and throwing out 
insinuations that he was no worse than his 
brother clergymen. Father Jardine was not 
more guilty than some who are still preach- 
ing, and who are enabled to preach because 
the lax morals of fheir congregations have 
condoned their offenses. 


GERMANY’S COLONIAL POLICY. 

An imperial memorandum, the text of 
which is given in the Pail Mall Gazette, as 
presented to the Reichstag by Bismarck him- 
self, throws a clear light on the real German 
colonization policy. It differs radically from 
that of the other European countries in that 
it does not set up an administration like 
that of England in Burmah or France in Ton- 
quin, which opens up a multitude of offices 
for sinecures and consumes the revenue. The 
German officeseeker will not be any happier 
because of the opening up of new colonies, 
Bismarck’s plan is to make the colonies com- 
mercial rather than political, and to leave the 
active governmentof them to the trading 
companies, who have agreed to develop their 
resources, the Empire itself throwing its 
protection about them. 

The memorandum also gives some inter- 
esting Information as to Germany’s recent 
acquisitions in Africa. For the rich settle- 
ments of the Cameroons, Togo, and Angra 
Pequena it has been necessary to send only 
three officials, a Governor and two Commis- 
sioners, All the rest of the governing 1s 
done by the trading companies, assisted by 
natives, On the east coast of Africa an area 
of 8,000 square miles has been obtained 
through ‘treaties with chiefs by the German 
East African Company, which is now also 
arranging with the Sultan of Zanzibar for 
still more territory. Two commercial com- 
panies—one in Bremen and the other in Ber- 
lin—have also secured by treaty the south- 
west coast from the Orange River northward 
to the twenty-sixth degree of latitude south, 
and extending twenty miles inward, being a 
part of Great Namaqua Land and very val- 
uable territory. The entire possessions of 
the Sultan of the Suahelis have been secured 
by still another company. A large part of 
New Guinea, known as Kaiser Wilhelm’s 
Land, has been secured by the New Guinea

In this commercial Germany 
certainly has an immense advantage over both 
England and France, whose colonies cost 
more than they are worth, in the immense 
expenditure incurred in securing them at the 
ontset and the additional mifions wasted 
upon an army of officials with nothing to do. 
Germany has political power enough, and in 
establishing new colonies seeks only to in- 
crease her commercial strength, and is doing 
it apparently without expending an un- 
necessary dollar. 


MORE PENSION RAIDS 
TREASURY. 

Although the Government is now paying 
the enormous sum of $54,000,000 annually 
in pensions there is a lusty cry for more, 
and the new Congress has before it a flood of 
bills looking to increased expenditures in this 
direction. Bills are now pending for the 
equalization of bounties of soldiers of all 
grades who served in the late War; to in- 
crease the pensions of ali soldiers who were

permanently disabled; to pension the widows 


and children of the soldiers of the Mexican War 
as well as the survivors themselves; to pen- 
sion all surviving soldiers of the Blackhawk 
and Florida Indian Wars; to pension all nurses 
who served in hospitals during the War and 
all prisoners confined in Rebel prisons; to 
pension all honorably-discharged persons of 
the army or navy whether disabled or not; 
and, lastly, a bill to give a pension to every 
man who ever served in the army or navy of 
the United States in time eof war or in the 
army in time of peace! 

Millions and tens of millions are called for 
by the pension bills now pending, and yet 
hardly a Congressman has the courage to op- 
pose these ruinous expenditures. Claim- 
agents continue to draw bills and have them 
introduced in Congress, with the confident 
expectation that no one will venture to op- 
pose them. It was hoped that the enormous 
expenditure made by the Arrears of Pensions 
bill would satisfy the claim-agents as well as 
the soldiers themselves, but the appetite 
grows by what it feeds on, and the demands 
become more clamorous with every session 
of Congress. Would it not be well, before 
the Treasury is made bankrupt, to take some 
steps to ascertain authoritatively the real sen- 
timent of the soldiers in regard to this mat- 
ter? The claim-agents assert that, as the 
soldiers preserved the country, they have a 
right to tax it to death, and are unanimously 
in favor of that proceeding, although aware 
that millions in pensions are paid to impos- 
tors and amount to nothing better than steals. 
Do the real, patriotic soldiers of the country 
fayor the pension recipe asa means of Na- 
tional bankruptcy ? | 

The rage for pensions is not confined to 
soldiers and their relatives by blood or mar- 
riage, but extends to the descendants of civil- 
lans who served in the executive or legisla- 
tive branches of the Government, Among 
the other candidates for pensions are the 
heirs of Monroe, a granddaughter of Jeffer- 
sou, and a distant female relative of Jackson. 
Oertainly it is a matter of regret that the de- 
seendants of eminent public servants should 
be found in want, but the inquiry arises why 
the enthusiastic admirers of Jefferson and 
Jackson who expend so much money in an- 
nual memorial banquets cannot do something 
to relieve the wants of the nieces or grand- 
daughters and save the Government the ne- 
cessity of establishing dangerous precedents. 
It is due to the dignity of the country that 
the widows of ex-Presidents should be kept 
from need, but if the rule is extended there 
will be no place to draw the line. The rage 
now is to grant pensions irrespective of mer- 
its or needs, and th continue them as long as 
relatives by blood or marriage can be found. 
As the pension claimants increase the prob- 
lem of reducing taxation and preserving the 
Treasury from bankruptcy becomes corre- 
spondingly difficult. There is no country in 
the world burdened with such a pension list 
as the United States, but the flood of bills 
before Congress shows that the claim-agents 
are still unsatisfied.

Meanwhile, 
the authorities think the inconvenience of 
open trenches could be endured for a little 
time and the people, universally, are willing to 
take the chances on noxious vapors for the 
sake of getting rid of the unsightly ‘poles and 
wires which mar the city’s appearance, as they 
do the appearance of eyery town in the United 
States. The chances are that the telegraph 
companies will have to put their too sensitive 
consciences aside for a tame and do a little 
digging.

In Lamb condemned in the Stock- 
Yards and Bridgeport districts last week nine- 
ty-five diseased hogs, six crippied and emaciated 
cattie, nine sheep, and twelve quarters of 
bruised beef, the weight of all being 16,060 
pounds. 

There were 229 deaths in the city last week, 
an increase of eieven over the preceding one, 
but a decrease of ten from the corresponding 
week last year. Of the decedents, 114 were 
under 5 years of age—64 of them under I year, 
10 between 60 and 70, 11 between 70 and 80, 
between 80 and 90, and 1 between 90 and 100. 
Croup carried off 7, dipbtheria 23, scariet- 
fever 5, typhoid-fever 4, consumption 28, con- 
vulsions 20, heart-diseases 13, bronchitis 10, 
pbeumonia 13, and old age 3. There were 30 
deaths in the Fifth Ward, 30 in the Sixth, and 
40 im the Fourteenth.

The former w& broken 
by the last storm and is useless, and the latter 
wets full of anchor ice occasiona!ly, so that, at 
times, no water can be pumped. From 10 a. 
m. Sunday morning uptil far into the night 
practically no water was put into the pipes, 
and, if a fire bad occurred, the whole town 
might have been destroyed. Very lit- 
tle could’ be pumped yesterday owing 
to anchor ice. In order to be ready for 
an emergency, the town authorities desire to 
connect with the city system. To do this will 
require the laying of oniy thirty feet of pipe at 
the corner of Halsted street and Fullerton ave- 
nue. The Mayor and Commissioner bad no ob- 
jection, but were without authority to grant 
permission, so they referred the committee to 
the Council. Commissioner Cregier told them 
the town would have to pay all the expenses, 
and that, if the Lake View works didn't pump 
any water, the cost would be $300 a day for 
8,000,000 gallons. The committee said che de- 
sire was to make the connection so that water 
could be obtained im case of fire; that the 
w could probably furnish all that was 
for domestic use. The inlets cannot be 
repaired until spring. 

‘The discolored water from the public works 
G@urmg the last two months is, according to 
Commissioner De Woif, because of the re- 


moval of the sand from the bottom of the lake 


by sand-dealers, thus leavmg che clay bottom

The Glover-Bradburn Fight Stopped 
by the Police in the Seventh 
Round. 


Both Men Weak, Though Glover Gets 
the Best of It—The Result 
Draw. 


Beginning of the Great World's Ohampion- 
ship Chess Contest Steinitz Wins 
the First Game. 


At Battery D last evening William Bradburn. 


of Lake attempted for the fourth time to wrest 
from Frank Glover the heavy-weight cham- 
piunship of lilinois, and for the fourth time 
failed, as the battle was stopped in the 
seventh rouod dy order of Heut. 
Shea, and the referee in consequence 
declared the contest a draw. Despite the 
cold weather the raised platform in the big 
hall was surrounded by something over 2,500 
people. Pop Lakeman showed up on the 
piatform steps shortiy after 8 o'clock and an- 
nounced the preliminary events, which con- 
sisted of well-contested set-tos between Tom 
Hinch and John Tobin, Harry Williams and 
young Donnelly, Pat Carroll and Tom Chandler 
of Boston, William Lee and Frank Ware, and 
George Seabright and William Hutchinson. 

At 9:50 p. m. Lakeman announced the wind- 
up of the evening. There was a little delay 
before the stars made their appearance, which 
probably few of the assembied spectators 
in the ball understood. By mutual agree-

an objection was raised to his acting by the 
friends of one of the contestants. The Parson 
entered the dressing-rvoms while the dispute 
was going on and, taking in the situation of af- 
faire, said to both men: 

“Bee here, I will not have this, and the 
quicker you understand it the better. If you 
do not agree upon a referee immediately I will 
have a committee take obarge of the receipts 
and give them to some charitable iastitution.”’ 
They wisely consented to let the matter stand 
as it was and accept Thurston. 

Shortly after 10 o'clock Glover issued from 
his dressing-room and, followed by Harry 


Franks and James Maloney, his seconds, as-- 


cended the steps of the platform and vaulted 
lightly over the ropes amidst the cheers of the 
spectators. Bradburn followed a moment later 
under the care of Jack Burke and Tom Chan- 
dler. Giover weighed 178 and Bradburn 172 
pounds. Thurston was introduced as referee 
and Tom Curley and Mike Lawler selected as 
timekeepers. At ten minutes past 10 o'clock 
„time was called. For perhaps ten seconds 
both men moved cautiously, and then Glover 
dashed forward to and his left on bis oppo- 
nent's neck, but Bradburn ducked, and sent in 
a sounding return upon the champion’s ribs. 
Bradburn then led with his left, but was 
promptly met, and both men reeled away from 
each other under the stunuing biows that land- 
ed at the same instant upon the mouth 
of each. Close and hard fighting followed, 
and then aciineb. Glover, in accoriauce with 
bis old style, raised both arms to permit Brad- 
burn to get away, when the latter suddenly 
struck the champion a staggering blow on the 
neck. Foul,“ called Glover, turning to the 
referee, and Bradburn, seemg bis opponent 
was not attending to business, dashed in and 
landed an ugly blow upon Glover's ear, from 
which the biood began to flow. Glover, seemg 
bis claim of foul was not being entertained, 
turned upon Bradburn and the round closed 
with more vicious slugging. 

For we second round Bradburn led and land- 
ed beavily on Glover’s cain. The latter re- 
treated, but immediately after assumed the of- 
fensive and began to pay his entire attention 
to Bradburn’s sbort ribs and stomach, finally 
sending in a staggering left upon the Lake 
man's throat that made him reel like a drunken 
man, and called forth a burst of cheers from 
the spectators. 

In the third and fourth rounds there was 
much reckiess slugging, with no regard what- 
ever to the rules of scientific sparring—work 
that called for endurance rather than skill. 

Both men were very weak when time was 
caliea for the fifth, their desperate work of the 
four preceding rounds having bad its 
effect. Glover went ® right to work. 
bowever, and did all the fightme, battering 
Bradburn’s ace almost when and how he 
chose. It was Glover's fight and scarcely a 
man in the hall could have questioned tuts at 
the end of the sixth rouno, in which the 
champion forced his opponent around and 
around the platform and vunished him piti- 
lesly with both right and left. 

At the opening of the next round Glover, 
who seemed to have caught his second wind, 
promptiy opened hostilities by catching Brad- 
burn upon the side of the bead and then cbhas- 
ing bim from corner to corner, while he rained 
blow after biow upon his opponent’s face and 
ribs. Suddenly Glover gathered himself for a 
rush, and landed right and left upon Brad- 
burn’s face with sufficient force to stagger 
both, in their weak condition. As the biows 
were delivered Lieut. Shea jumped upon the 
steps and ordered the contest stopped, Both 
eontestants wanted to proceed, but the officer 
was firm and the crowd sent up a cry for a de- 
cision. There was some sharp talk 
upon the stage between referee, prin- 
cipals, and seconds, and then Tburston 
amidst cries of Glover wins and ‘It's 
Glover’¢ fight,” stated that as the fight had 
been stopped by the officers he could not give 
it to either of the contestants and would there- 
fore deciare it a draw. 

“Why did you stop the fight?” was asxed 
Lieut. Shea afterwards. 

“Simply because 1 thought it had gone far 
enough, was the reply. Glover had demon- 
strated his ability to whip his man and 1 did 
not care to stand by and see so plucky and 
gsme a man as Billy Bradburn needlesly pun- 
Shed. That is all. 

Thurston took the position that the rules gov- 
erning last nicht's contest stated that the man 
having the best of it at the end of eight rounds 
should be declared the winner, and, as there 
were but seven rounds contested, be could not 
give the fight to either. In this view be was 
supported by many present. 


THE GREAT CHESS TOURNAMENT. 

New York, Jan. 11.—The chess match for 
the championship of the world began today at 
No. 80 Fifth avenue. Charles F. Buck of New 
Orleans is referee and holder ot the $4,000 
stakes and Thomas Freyre acted as umpire for 
Herr Wilheim Steinitz of New York. while 
Adolph Mobie acted for Dr. J. H. Zukertort, 
the Hungarian. The attencance was unex- 
pectediy large, and the moves, which were 
duplicated on a gigantic board, were watched 
with the utmost eagerness and interest. A 
special code of rules to govern the contest has 
been drawn up and signed by the contestants. 
it provides that the match is to be for the 
championship of the world for a stake of 
$2,000 a side, and isto be decided by either 
player winning ten games—draw games not 
counted. The contest is to be divided into 
four games, to be played in New York, all to 
be won by one player: three games 
to be played in St. Louis, and three 
games to de played in New Orieans. 
Thirty moves must be made during the first 
two bours of each game and fifteen moves an 
bour thereafter. Three games a week are to 
be played, with intervals ot one day between 
each game.

Nothing that this correspondent 
could have written could demonstrate 
more clearly the ignorance of English sporting 
men and pugilists of the Amerioan style of 
fighting uvder Queensberry rules, which 
should more properly, be called “Sullivan 
rules, tor the big fellow originated the pres- 
ent style of giove contest so popular in Amer- 
oa after his fight with Ryan at Mississippi 
City. Unquestionably,» any one who could 
stand before Sullivan for fifteen minutes would 
necessarily be game and able enough to worry 
any pugilist of the present time, but it is very 
probable that the man who can do this, with 
Sullivan in condiuon, bas not yet made his ap- 
pearance within the pugilistic arena. 

MUST HAVE THEIR PRIVATE SECRETARIES. 

Many of the Americas and most of the prom- 
inent English pugilists have gone in for secur- 
ing private secretaries, Owing probably to the 
fact that they find more fame and hard cash 
in issuing and responding to challenges than in 
fighting. The following advertisement, says 
the New York Journal, appeared in a daily 
paper recently:

As they can’t write them- 
selves—that is, most of them—it’s certain they'll 
have to engage some person to do the writing for 
them. That's natural enough.”

NORTH CHICAGO MILLS WAGES.

REGULAR MEETING OF THE BAPTISTS — 
QUARTERLY SESSION OF THE PRESBY-

THAT POTATO STARCH. 
HOW THE LAST BATCH OF IT WAS M. 
CEIVED—COLLECTOR SBEBERGER. 

Collector Seeberger was seen by a reporter 
for Tun TRIBUNE yesterday and asked as to 
what bad been done concerning the 200 sacks 
of “sifted farina” which arrivea Saturday 
consigned to the Union National Bank of this 
city and which bad deen detainea by the-cus- 
toms authorities as potato starch, and liabie, 
therefore, to the duties prescribed by law. 

“When the goods arrived Saturday,“ said 
Mr. Seeberger, I at once telegraphed the de- 
partment at Washington and received a reply 
telling me to collect the duties and let the 
goods go. This, however, was in no way 
in the form of aa order from beadquarters, and 
wishing to act carefully in the matter I again 
telegraphed them more fully. In answer I re- 
ceived a reply quoting a section of the law 
upon the point in question and indicating that 
the department wisbed me to be guided largely 
by my own judgment in the matter. In addi- 
tion to the second telegram I wrote them Sat- 
urday noon, and today received a telegram in 
answer to my letter in which I was advised to 
consult with Attorney Tuthill—he being famii- 
lar with the case—-and act upon my own re- 
sponsibility. I did so, and Mr. Tuthill 
expressed the opinion that as thus far there 
was no evidence of any intent upon the part of 
the bank to defraud, or of their having been a 
party to any such intent, the department 
would do well to let the goods go upon pay- 
ment of the duties. I was of the same opinion, 
and so notified the bank. They came forward 
this afternoon and paid the duties (under pro- 
test) upon 100 sacks of the stuff, which was 
thereũ pon delivered to oy The remaining 
100 sacks they will probably remove upon the

TWO MURDER CASES. 

THAT OF JOHN LEAHY, WHO KILLED A 
TEAMSTER WITH A CAR-HOOK—WILLIAM 
BROWN GIVEN TEN YEARS. 

The *cer-hook’’ manslaughter case is al- 
ready developing an interest similar to that 
which concluded in the death sentence of Fos- 
ter, the New York street-car driver, a few 
years ago. The case came up before Judge 
Collins yesterday, and out of a panel of twen- 
ty-four jurors only four bad been accepted last 
evening.

It will be recalled by 
readers of Taz Tum that Sept. 23 Joba 
Leahy, while driving an Archer avende 
car, had an altercation with William 
Berndt, the driver of «a coal-wagon, 
because the latter cut into the track 
just ahead of the car driven by Leahy and 
thereby caused a delay to the car. It is 
charged that Leahy left his car with the hook 
in his band and struck ‘Berndt one or more 
severe blows upon the hand, which caused his 
death. The plea ts self-defense and as there 
are many theories as to what may constitute 
self-defense the impaneling of the jury pro- 
ceeds very 6! The case will be continued 
today, but it oubtfulif a full jury can be 
obtained.
